An unknown wman was killed In the
Boaton & Malng frelght yard In North
Walpola at 1,55 Wednseday morning
A specinl frelght traln on the Rutland

yard. The man was probmbly on the track
and did not notice In the dark that the
engine was backing up om the way to the
Rutland yard

When discovered the body was terribly
mangled, the head belhg completely sev-
ered, the shoulllers crushed, and the arms
and body mutllated. The Ildentity of the
man wis not known, but letters were
found in one pocket addressed to Dennin
MeGuy, Woest Swanzey, N. H. No othor
marka of Identfication could be found.

The body was removed to the undertak-
Ing rooms of J. ¥ Keefe nnd lay there
all dny Wednesday, Later In the day the
mothoritles learned that a man by the
suma name, a wepver by trade, was known
In Providence, R. 1., and had brothers
thare. Communieation was opened with

lage: an Intake reservolr of 5,000,000 gal-

Arrangements are mode for monthly

It I8 agreed that the contractor s to
recelve and accept in payment and ns full
compensation for all of the material fur-
nished and for conmtructing all of the
work speoified municipnl water works
bonds to the ameount of $125,000 and to
accept as a balapee of payment a note or
notes on the villege of Brattleboro,

Provisionn are made for extra work, for
the nssumption of all lUablliity for dam-
age by the contractor, eote, nnd the de-
cision of the enginecer with reference to
the agreement and specifications ls Lo be
final and conclustve,

The epecifications cover In great detall
the mannor In which the work shall be
done.

BIDS DO NOT COVER ALL.

Some Streets Mot Included In the Call
—Halllday Road Can be Discontinued
Only by Court Order,

An examination of the specifications
which the water board submitted to the
oontractors shows that a great deal of
money will have to be paid out by the
village beyond what {8 let under this
contract, In the fAirst place, the contrac-
tar's contract does not cover nor Include
tho water damages: this was estimated
by the engineers for the village. lost sum-
mer, in ouse the present plan of the water
board should be carrled out at about
B4.000; nor do these speoifiontions ocaver
the expense of ting the nystem, the
resorvoir and the watershed from pollu-

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tion. If the waler board carry out the
same Iden which they Insisted Mr. Crow-
ell should do if they bought him out, it
would require the purchase of practically
the whole watershed, at the expense of
many thousanda of dollars, The water
botrd mnke no provision for purifioation
of the water, If the state board of health
shiould require that to be done. Nor is
there any provision made that the con-
tractor pay for rights of way for laying
the pipe. Anolther Item which Is Ukely
1o cost o great deal of money s the blast-
ing of rock. Acecording to tha form of
blids which the water board have msub-
mitted, the contractors nre to be paid
extra for rock work at so much per cuble
yard, so the lump sum at which this
controct may be let will be Increased hy
whatever the village has to pay for Llast-
ing rock. No estimate has gone out as
to the amount of rock that will have to
be blasted., but persons acquainted with
the conditlons know that It Is a very
Inrge amount. The contruct allows the
contractor extra pay by the ouble yard
for removing any rock, Including boulders
down to one-half eubie yard.

The distributing system which the bida
are to cover on (he following streets, Is
as follows:

Whole length of High street: whole
Iength of Mpin, from Canal to the high
school bullding: whole length of Eillot:
whole length of Unfon: Canal street aws
far as Maple street; Blrge street, from
Canal to Estey street; Estey streer, from
Union to Organ street; Organ and Estey
streets through to Maple strest; Maple
street, from Ewtey street to Canal streot:
whole length of Washington street; South
Maln street from Maln street to Wash-
imgton  strect; whole length of Chapin
trest, proper; on Linden strest from
Chapin to Walnut street; on Green strest,
down Church street, 1o Blllot street; out
the Hrook Road through Bwedeville; whols
length of U'nlon mireet; Spruce street to
Myrtle: whaole length of Myrtle street;
Codar streat. from Myrtle to Waostern
avenue: whole length of Grove street; Oak
from High to Chapln streeb

It will be noticed that the foregolng
dots not, by any means, provide for n
;umplute distributing system for the vil-
age.

8o when all the work the contract calls
for Is done, the village will not have a
watar system covering anywhere near the
whole portion. There ls & provislon In
the contraot whereby the contmctor shall
lay more pipe for extra pay, but that of
course would cost ®0 much extra money
nbove the contract price.

It may be Interesting to. compare the
nbove distributing system with the Crow-
¢l system,

The Crowell malns now ocover the fol-
lowing wmtrests, which will not be coversd
by tha village system as proposed:

Bpruce street, bheyond Myrtle; Laurel
astreel; Forest street 1o Howard; Howard
street; Chapin street extansion: Oak street
from Chapin to Chase; whole of Chase
street: whole of Willlaton strest; North
Maln, North, Tyler, Torrace and Walnut
strents: Harrly Place; Elm street from
Elllot to Fiat street; Vernon street from
the Maln street bridge to the Brattlasboro
Cablnet company factory; Reed, Clark,
Rrook, Prospect, Central, Pearl, Thomas,
Highland and Pine streets; Canal streat
from Maple street to the falr ground:
Oak Grove avenue; Bouth Maln strest
from Whashington street to beyond Pine

strect; Chéstnut street; Pleasant street;
Maple streel wost of Estay strest.

The only place where the proposed wvil-
lage system has n pipe where Crowell
does not have Is one, I8 down Unlon
street and through Swedeville.

It will be seen that for the village 1o
ge¢t A system which covers the ground
which the Crowell system does, will re-
quire a very large outlay above the
amount ecalled for by the proposed con-
tract.

It is estimuted by one of the contrac-
tors who was here that the proposed vil-
lago system with the distributing system
called for will cost to complete it, Includ-
Ing all water and land damnge, and o
distributing eystem covering the territory
that the Crowell system covers, practl-
cally twice as much as to simply do
the work nnd furnish the materinl re-
quired by the proposed contract So,
whatever bid 18 recelved by the water
board If a contract should be lot, the
amount will have (o be practically doubled
to show what the system would cost the
village; then, the villags will have simply
Halliday brook. nothing more, withy a
reservolr of 20,060,000 gallons. The re-
quirements which the water board put
upen Mr, Crowell In the proposition they
muade him was to have storage for 300,-
000,000 gnllons of water. The propased
village system hns 22,000,000 gallons. with
A waler shed only a fraction the size of
the Crowell system. 'The village cannot
know from any blds that are received on
the proposed plan what an effective
wator system will cost,

Another complication ssems to be in
the way for the toking of the Halliday
brook for & water supply for Brattleboro,
as proposed by the water board,

The proposed reservolr will require the
dincontinuancs of the Halliday road for
some distanoe, and the bullding of & now
road In another place.

It appears that the Halliday roand (s n
county road Iald out by the county court
In 1886, and cannot by law be discontin-
ued, exoept by order of the counly court

Chalrman Hooker, of the waler
and Chalrman Roesss, of the comar:::;:;
committes, state In substance that while
they realize that the bidm oalled for will
not cover the cost of laying pipe on ali
the streets which It Is planned to supply
uitimately, the bids will cover all the
work that can be done this year, which
will embrace the greater part of the nren
which most necds fire protection. They
expact that the blds for the work at
present called for and whatever EXponne
I8 Incurred subsequently will come woll
withir  the village approprintion of
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Notice.
